The Section was introduced to Party structure in Beirut and 
Tripoli in 192 to bring all menbere of one profession together 
in one section. Since 193k, moreover, Party organization in 
Beirut had been based on the labor movement. 


Meetings of the Sections in the cities, partioularly in Beirut, 
must be held once a week, and a report on the subjects discussed 
must be submitted to the Local Committees. : 


Before the Labor Council of a labor union meots, its Commmist 
Section holds a meeting and decides what line to take at the 
Labor Council gathering. By ita unity, the Commmist section 
is thus able to control the decisions of the Council even 
though it contains a non-Commmist Majority.
